Identities of Slayers Be- 


lieved Known to Jersey 
Police; Coherent Picture 
of Crime Given. 


NEW YORK, May 15.—(#)—The 
New York Times says police have in- 
formation the Lindbergh baby was kid- 
naped and slain by a gang of five 
men and one woman whose identities 
are believed to be known to New Jer- 
sey authorities. 
or more of them is expected within a 
few days. 

On the basis of information fur- 
nished by Dr. John F. Condon, the 
“Jafsie”’ of the $50,000 ransom pay- 
ment, and by Morris Rosner, under- 
cover intermediary, the paper says, 
state police have been able partially 
to identify the criminals and to re- 
construct the first coherent picture of 
the crime. 

The Time’s story, in effect, is as 
follows: 

Charles A. Lindbergh Jr. was sto- 
len from his crib on the night of 
March 1 by three men, one believed 
to be a German, another an Italian 
and the third a Brazilian.

Council this afternoon will be asked 
to make provision for opening Atlanta 
playgrounds for the coming summer 
under supervision such as existed 
prior to the action of the -finance 
committee in eliminating available 
playground funds from the January 
finance sheet. 

Sponsored by Alderman G. E@erett 
Millican and having the indorsement 
of .civie and women’s organizations, 
the move to reinstate a supervised 
arrangement of summer playgrounds 
for children of Atlanta will seek an 
emergency allocation of approximate- 
ly $4,500, the sum needed to open 
thie various recreation parks under 
trained supervisors. 

The playground effort will consti- 
tute the most immediate major prob- 
lem to be presented te council when 
it convenes in regular session’ this 
afternoon. Another matter of wide- 
spread interest, but which is not as 
urgent in point of time as the play- 
ground problem, is expected to be pre- 
sented on the floor of council when 
Alderman Ed A. Gilliam presents a 
motion to have council take the initial 
step toward ultimate removal of the 
city’s educational system from the 
authority of a board of education as 
now constituted and place it in the 
control of a citizens gtoup. This 
would necessitate the abolition of the 
present board of education, and inas- 


much as it would have to be effected 
through a revision in the charter of 
the city of Atlanta, initiation of a 
move as outlined by Alderman Gil- 
liam would have to be referred to the 
charter revision committee in council 
and placed before the 1933 session 
of the legislature.

CUTTON INDUSTRY 


NEARING NORMAL’ 


Ills of Over-Expansion, 
Accountant Finds. 


BOSTON, May 15.—(4)}—The cot- 
ton industry is experiencing some- 
thing like normal times, Ralph E. 
Loper, Fall River textile accountant. 
today reported to Irving Brown, of 
this city, chairman of the Cotton 
Week committee of the National As- 
sociation of Cotton Manufacturers. 

“For the first time since the war 
the cotton industry is not suffering 
from overexpansion,” Loper said. 

He said that a study of depart- 
ment of commerce figures indicated 
the industry was operating at about 
90 per cent of single shift capacity 
while other major industries were 
operating at between 20 and 60 per 
cent. 

“These and many other facts seem 
to justify the conclusion that the 
mills which successfuliy pass through 
this period of general business depres- 
sion will resume profitable operations 
during the next period of normal 
business,” he said. 

“Although the past year was not 
profitable, consumption of cotton 
goods showed a big increase over the 
previous year. Statistics compiled by 
the Associatian of Cotton Textile 
Merchants of New York, representing 
about one-third of the industry, show 
sales in 1931 to be more than 100.- 
000,000 square yards greater than in

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Good 
citizens who join President Hoover in 
his indignation at the “locust swarm 
of lobbyists” should remember that 
there are various kinds of lobbyists 
and that some of them are not only 
respectable but actually useful. 

Every man and every woman (the 
women do a lot of it) who has ever 
tried to get a congressman to vote 
for or against a bill is lobbying, in a 
sense. ; 

“Why not?” asked a senator who 
has been much bedeviled by lobbyists 
lately. “The right of petition has not 
been abrogated. Any man whose bus- 
iness is affected by proposed legisla- 
tion has a right to come before a 
committee and present the facts in 
the case; if he sticks to the facts he 
can sometimes tell the committee what 


it ought to know and actually per- | 


| sul 


many sharpshooters around Washing- 
ton—lawyers, promoters, ex-newspa- 
permen, ex-congressmen—who are al- 
ways looking out for a chance to chisel 
something for themselves out of pros- 
pective legislation. 

When a bill is introduced that looks 
as if it might damage some suffi- 
ciently prosperous interest they have 
themselves appointed to defend that 
interest, and no matter what ha 
pens to the bill the lobbyist i! 
gets his money. 

In a good many cases the bill 
would never have been heard of any- 
way, and some of the more astute of 
these gentlemen long ago thought of 
a device which promises to keep them 
eating long after more productive 
members of the community are on the 
bread line, 


Old Racket. 


If you have established some little 
name as a lobbyist you will have a 
considerable acquaintance in  con- 
gress; you go to a friend and get him 
to introduce a bill that menaces the 
interests of your clients, then you 
hastily turn in the alarm and get the 
clients to make you a large allowance 
for expenses; and presently you are 
able to tell your grateful employers 
that you have “killed” a bill which 
was born dead anyway. This game is 
pretty old, but it is still being worked. 

And besides the regular legislative 
agents and the chiselers there are the 
earnest, responsible people who come 
down to Washington only in times of 
crisis when their industry is threat- 
ened.

representative's district, and got them 
to inquire the congressman's views. 


Wheeler Pioneer. 


Whether this technique was invent- 
ed by the late Wayne B. Wheeler or 
not, he was one of the first and most 
brilliant of its practitioners; but 
there are signs that even this prac- 
tice is being overdone. When a sena- 
tor gets 500 telegrams within two 
hours from his constituents (as some 
of them have done), all identical in 
wording and directed toward the 
same end, he knows that this is no 
spontaneous outburst of public opin- 
ion, and that the men who signed the 
messages not only did not write them 
but probably did not even pay for 
them. 

“They don’t even stop to see which 
side you're on,” complained one rep- 
resentative. “I have had literally hun- 
dreds of telegrams identical in word-

Baby Ape Learns Home Routine 
Faster Than Boy of Same Age 


BLOOMINGTON, Ind., May 15.— 
(P)}—The striking story of a baby ape 
which learned faster in human home 
environment than did the human 
baby with which the ape lived was 
told at the annual meeting of the 
Mid-western Psychological Associa- 
tion, by Dr. W. N. Kellogg, profes- 
sor of experimental psychology at In- 
diana University. 

Dr. and Mrs. Kellogg have just 
completed the unique psychological 
experiment of actually taking a baby 
chimpanzee into their own home with 
their own baby boy, and treating the 
ap» as their own child.

ments, when the child was 19 and 
the ape 16 1-2 months of: age, the 
ape in most tests given it proved su- 
perior to the child. ? 
. About a year ago, Dr. Kellogg ob- 
tained a leave of absence from Indl- 
ana University. With financial as- 
Lsistance from the Social Science Re- 
search Council of New York city and 
the co-operation of Professor Robert 
M. Yerkes, of Yale Vairereiys Dr. 
and Mrs. Kellogg undertook the ex- 
periment. They moved to Orange 
Park, Fla., where the Yale experi- 
ment station is located. ‘There they 
took into their home a baby chim- 
panzee 7 1-2 months of age, lent by 
the Yale experiment station. 
Extremely Companionable. 

They treated the animal as their 
child, clothed and fed it and cared 
for it exactly as they did their own 
baby boy. he two ate together and 
played together as brother and sister. 
They were extremely companionable, 
quarreled less than children usually 
do, learned to do things together, al- 
ways under the watchful eye of Dr. 
and Mrs. Kellogg: i 

The human and chimpanzee infants 
were tested carefully as the experi- 
ment went on for their ability to see 
pictures, to hear, to smell, to taste, 
to touch, to maintain their sense of 
balance. 

The studies went further as they 
learned to walk, to eat with a spoon 
and drink from a glass, to climb, to 
wear shoes and clothing. Various ex- 
periments were conducted to measure 
their ability to learn. 

And, lo, the ape was found shortly 
to ‘surpass the human being! It 
learned faster. 
er, It was more co-operative and 
docile than the human child. 

The chimpanzee at one time even 
proved that it understood a larger 
number of words and phrases than 
the human baby, although toward the 
end of the experiment the human 
baby had gained the advantage. Al- 
lowances. must be made, Dr. Kellogg 


ment of the chimpanzee. It naturally 
would be able to do many things bet- 
ter than a human baby of the same 


age. 
e* Neither Learned to Talk. 

Neither the ape nor the child real- 
ly learned to talk in the period cov- 
ered by the experiment, though earli- 
er investigators have claimed that 
they succeeded in getting apes to say 
a few words. 

“Someone some day may teach an 
ape to talk,” Dr. Kellogg said, “but 
we think from our experience that 
this is unlikely.” 

Various tests were used in deter- 
mining the comparative progress of 
human being and ape. Ability to use 
a hoe and rake was one test. Ability 
to untie a slip knot on the wrist or 
foot was another. ae 

In measuring the memory ability of 
the two infants, Dr. Kellogg provided 
two doors, through one of which he 
disappeared. The ape and child, 
after observing him disappear, were 
taken away and later brought back.

BANK DEPOSITS GROW. 
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FALLING IN LINE. 

Two states which long have been 
listed in the republican column in 
so far as state and national officers 
gre concerned seem certain to desert 
the G. O. P. this year. They are 
Jilinois and Missouri. 

For decades the democratic party 
leaders have been more or less in 
control of the political situation in 
Chicago and Kansas City, but for 
some years they have not ventured 
to reach out for the remainder of 
their respective states. But it is 
different this year. 

Cermak, now mayor of Chicago, 
and Pendergast, boss of Kansas 
City, control machines which are 
rivaled only by the Vare combine 
in Philadelphia and the Hague con- 
trol in Jersey City. Both have fol- 
lowed the same plan in their ascend- 
ancy. First they built up their 
fences to an impregnable position 
gn their own sections, and then an- 
nounced they were going to attempt 
to win the states for their parties. 

Cermak probably is the best 
known nationally. He entered politics 
about 12 years ago as a member of 
the board of commissioners of Cook 
county, later became board presi- 
dent. He built up the forest pre- 
Serves and public highways of the 
county so splendidly that people 
soon began to know him as a pub- 
lic servant to be depended upon. 
He was responsible for the election 
of William Dever to the mayor’s 
chair and when it appeared that 
Someone of great strength was 
needed to oust William Hale 
Thompson, Cermak decided to run 
for mayor himself. He won a great 
Victory. Now with the republican 
party threatening to return Len 
Small to the governor’s chair, Cer- 
mak has had his own candidate, 
Judge Henry Horner, of the Chicago 
probate court nominated and the 
betting this far in advance is 6 to § 
on Horner, : 

In Kansas City, Pendergast in- 
herited what was the nucleus of his 
present organization, the strongest 
in either party west of the Missis- 
Sippi. He labored for years build- 
ing his machine, replacing weak 
parts with some that were staunch 
and strong and could’ withstand 
hard usage. At first he met defeat, 
but gradually he wore down the re- 
publican opposition and now Kan- 
Sas City and Jackson county are 
Bs strongly democratic as any coun- 
ty in Georgia. 

Like Cermak, Pendergast this 
year decided to “step out.” His 
candidate for governor is Francis 
mM. Wilson, the federal district at- 
torney for the western half of the 
State during the administration of 
Woodrow Wilson. There are other 
candidates, but the odds in Wilson’s 
favor are 7 to 5, not to be nominat- 
ed, but to be elected. 

These factors, coupled with the 
general revolt against republican 
misrule in these two states make it 
appear likely that both will be safe- 
ly in the democratic columns, state 
and national, in November—a like- 
lihood which will become a certain- 
ty when the “favorite son’’ states 
fall in line with the vast majority of 
gelegates and aid in the nomination 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt for pres- 
{dent.

The increase in bank deposits is 
pointed out by the Alexander Hamil- 
ton Institute as a natural sequel to 
the success of the relief efforts of 
the national credit corporation and 
the reconstruction finance corpora- 
tion. 

The credit corporation was form- 
ed to pool the credit of the banks 
of the country so that those in 
temporary difficulties ‘ould be 
tided over in a safe and sound way. 
The reconstruction corporation was 
evolved as an improvement upon the 
pool idea, in that it “made pos- 
sible the use of the facilities of the 
federal government to provide loans 
for solvent banks, insurance com- 
panies and other financial institu- 
tions. 

When the reconstruction corpora- 
tion was created by congress it was 
thought that the demands upon it 
would not exceed $25,000,000 a 
week. Instead, the demand has now 
reached $100,000,000 a week. 


This cash is going into circulas 
tion, through loans to the deposi- 
tors of the nation’s banks, and fn 
other ways. 

Instead of the steady declines in 
bank deposits registered last. fall 
and winter, these loans have caused 
deposits to swell. The Alexander 
Hamilton Institute sees in this ex- 
pansion a signal of recovery ‘‘be- 
cause easy money stimulates busi- 
ness like nothing else on earth.” 

The money in circulation in the 
south has already been increased by 
many millions, an increase in “‘ready 
cash” which is undoubtedly respon- 
sible for the growth in retail sales 
for this territory shown in the last 
federal reserve report. 

There is no reason why condi- 
tions should not continue to im- 
prove under the wholesome influ- 
ence of these new millions turned 
loose. The only thing that could 
stop it would be for hoarding to 
Start up again, and nothing is to 


if there is one thing that the Ameri- 
can people have learned during the 
past two trying years it is that an 
idle dollar aids neither its owner 
nor general conditions. 


THE CHANGING ATTITUDE. 

According to Stanley High, for 
many years a leader in the prohibi- 
tion forces in America, and whose 
father is now a@ state superintendent 
of the Anti-Saloon League, the most 
serious development during the 
years since the enactment of the 
eighteenth amendment is the “‘radi- 
cally changed attitude toward the 
use of liquor.”’ 

Continuing, in an article in the 
current issue of Harper’s Magazine, 
Mr. High predicts that “if the re- 
duction of the use of liquor among 
those classes which now have prohi- 
bition but are not dry does not take 
place more rapidly in the near fu- 
ture than it has in the past five 
years, then what, today, might be 
termed a strategic retreat is almost 
certain to be turned into a rout.”

|Health Talks |

CATARACT IS OPACITY OF THE 
LENS. 


There are many popular misappre- 
hensions about cataract which ought 
to be dispelled and would be dis- 
pelled were the health education of 
the public not so difficult. It was 
G. Bernard Shaw who told a medi- 
eal convention in London that the 
family physician dare not tell his 
patients the truth lest they change 
doctors. Well, it's a ticklish busi- 
ness telling the laity the truth,-for a 
majority of laymen are still custom- 
ers or prospects of all sorts of 
charlatans and nostrum-mongers and 
these bunk merchants can change 
teachers just as readily as a wise- 
acre layman can change doctors. 

The ancients imagined that the 
clouding of vision in cases of cata- 
ract was caused by an opaque sub- 
stance which poured down over the 
front of the crystalline lens, and 
hence the name cataract. The truth 
is that the opacity is in the lens :t- 
self, and not, as many imagine, a 
skin or membrane which grows upon 
the surface of the eyeball. There are 
comparatively simple opacities which 
appear on the surface of the eyeball, 
such as the scar left after the heal- 
ing of a corneal ulcer, and the pe- 
culiar little yellowish elevation which 
forms between the lids near the in- 
ner corner of the eye (called ptery- 
gium), but these have nothing to do 
with cataract. 

In its early stage of development 
cataract is not perceptible to the 
casual observer, and of course it does 
not greatly impair the patient's vi- 
sion. Indeed, cataract to the gen- 
eral laity spells blindness, but in fact 
never causes total blindness and ex- 
ists for years in many instances be- 
fore the patient's sight becomes too 
poor for reading. 

Cataract is not hereditary. Some 
cases are congenital—the infact is 
born with the condition—but these 
cataracts of childhood rarely involve 
the entire crystalline lens and are 
usually amenable to operation, only 
a few such children going blind. 

The common form of cataract is 
that which occurs in persons of ad- 
vanced age. When one of: 60. or 
older finds that no reading glasses 
give satisfactory clearness and read- 
ing or other close work brings head- 
ache and watery eyes, and especially 
when images of bright objects such 
as lamps are seen doubled and bright 
sunlight dazzles, examination by the 
eye physician (oculist) will not un- 
likely disclose cataracts. 

Not a few persons have cataracts 
and never know it. Of course they 
do realize their eyesight is not as 
good as it should be, but they may 
retain fairly useful vision for many 
years and never require any treat- 
ment. Good oculists’ often note 
slight cataract when examining the 
eyes and make no mention of it to 
the patient. Why bring up an un- 


‘| pleasant subject? 


Diabetes, Bright’s disease and car- 
diovascular degeneration: are among 
the causes of cataract. Flashes of 
electric light of great brilliancy from 
short circuits are a notorious cause, 
as is exposure to the intense light of 
electric welding. Probably it is the 
light, not the heat, of furnace fires 
that produces cataract in men at- 
tending blast furnaces. Cataract often 
results from injury of the eye. Pro- 
longed uncorrected eyestrain is a 
recognized cause, and the decreasing 
prevalence of cataract in this coun- 
try may be ascribed to better light- 
ing of work and better fitting of 


glasses nowadays.

for the following reasons: 

1. I figured I was too far south of 

Ireland to be abie to make it with 
my remaining gas and also I was 
afraid I would be unable to come 
down through the clouds and locate 
my position as it had already turned 
night. 
2. I thought, possibly land would 
be just as close to the east as to the 
north and by heading east I would be 
nearer the shipping lanes. 

3. I was thoroughly convinced even 
though I found land I could never get 
away with a landing on account of the 
rocky nature of the coast line, so had 
already made up my mind that the 
best thing to do would be jump. 

(Note: Reichers probably means he 
would attempt to fly his plane over 
land and make a_ parachute jump 
rather than to attempt a forced land- 
ing on rocky coast.) 

Because of the night and poor vis- 
ibility, plus my landing speed and the 
fact that I was tired I felt incapable 
of judging a forced landing. 

So when sighting the lights of the 
President Roosevelt, and still no land 
and with very little gas left, I decided 
there was only one thing to do and 
that was to set the Liberty down on 
the water. I signaled the boat to 
stand 4 and came down in the sea 
about yards away. 

It was very dark and visibility so 
poor that I had to hang my head out 
to see when landing. As I needed 
both hands to land, I could not pro- 
tect my face and the shock threw me 
forward, hitting the cowl, but outside 
of bending my nose out of shape, that 
required two stitches to straighten it 
again, there was no other damage. 

It was impossible to salvage the 
ship due to the rough sea. Captain 
Fried had to abandon the rescue boat 
for the same reason. 

I am very grateful to Captain Fried 
and his crew for the very efficient 
and courageous rescue and also to the 
ship’s surgeon for his consideration 
and kind attention to a nose that was 
pointing in the wrong direction.

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., May 15.— 
(/)—Ike B. Dunlap, of Kansas City, 
visited Warm Springs over the week- 
end and urged Governor Franklin D. 
Roosevelt to make “spectacular ges- 
ture” to counteract what Dunlap said 
was a whispering campaign that the 
New York governor was physically 
incapable to enter a presidential cam- 
paign or act as the nation’s chief 
executive. 

Dunlap told the governor that po- 
litical enemies in both democratic 
jaad republican camps have circulated 
‘reports in the midwest that Roose- 
'yelt was brought to Warm Springs 
on a stretcher for his three-week vaca- 
tion. 

The Kansas City man, who has 
been a personal friend of Mr. Roose- 
velt, for 25 years, said the “whisper- 
ing campaign” was intended to head 
off the New Yorker’s nomination at 
the democratic national convention in 
Chicago next month. He also charg- 
ed newspaper articles had not de- 
veloped the fact that Roosevelt's 
health was good. 

Mr. Roosevelt told Dunlap that a 
“spectacular gesture’ was out of the 
question. He explained that he was 
following his usual program of re- 
laxation and a daily swim in the 


pool, at the same time taking care 
of a large amount of correspondence. 
Dunlap suggested a fishing trip as 
a method of calling attention to the 
governor's health and endurance. 

After two weeks here the governor 
is well tanned and said he was in 
excellent health. Today he drove his 
automobile to witness the dedication 
of the Warm Springs airport, the first 
in Meriwether county. ! 

He made a short address in which 
he said the Indians regarded Warm 
Springs as a sanctuary where wound- 
ed warriors of conflicting tribes re- 
cuperated together.

Ouestionstl by Five Men on Boat, 
Condon Reveals in New Interview 


NEW YORK, May 15.—(4)—Dr. 
John F. Condon (Jafsie) Ys quoted by 
the Daily News as saying the man he 


paid $50.000 ransom for the return 
of the Lindbergh baby was one of a 
gang of five, all of whom he met later 
on a boat in Long Island sound. 

“Jafsie,” it was previously under- 
stood, gpg with only one indi- 
vidual—the man to whom he turned 
over the money in a Bronx cemetery 
the night of April 2. (John Hughes 
Curtis, the Norfolk intermediary, has 
numbered at five the band with which 
he and Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh 
were dealing, ) 

The DailysNews story further quote 
the elderly Bronx lecturer as disclos- 
ing the nicknames of two of the gang 
-—"John” and “Doc’—and as describ- 
ing three of them as of German, 
Italian and Spanish extraction. He 


was said to be under police guard for 
fear of reprisals“from the criminals. 

“It was about a week after I had 
met the first one—John,” Dr. Condon 
related, “that I was told I would be 
taken on board the boat where the 
baby was. I was blindfolded and 
rowed out to a vessel off Throggs Neck 
in the Bronx. 

“When I got on deck they took the 
bandage from my eyes. I was in the 
center of a circle of five men. Each 
one had a pistol pointed at me. I'll 
admit I was a little nervous but I 
didn’t show it. 

“*Put down your guns,’ I said. ‘I’m 
not armed. I’ve been a baseball um- 
pire most of my life and I’m used to 
settling arguments without weapons.’ 


“They all lowered their pistols ex- 
cept one fellow they called Doe.’ i, 

““That may be all right,’ he said 
‘but thére is a fixed penalty for the 
crime we've committed—fifty years. 
We aren't going to take any chances, 
If you ever tell a soul about this meet- 
ing we'll get you if it’s the last thing 
we do.’ 

“They made no effort to conceal 
their faces. One of them talked with a 
German accent, one with an Italian. 
and another with a Spanish accent. I 
couldn’t make out the nationalities of 
the other two. 

“IT asked John when he was going to 
show me the baby. But he said they 
had decided the day before to transfer 
the child to a hiding place ashore. It 
was at that time they promised to send 
me the baby’s sleeping garment, which 
I received through the mail a few 
later. They: sent the exact kind the 
baby was wearing the night it was 
taken.” 

Dr. Condon was told that the gang 
had two women associates, one of 
whom the newspaper identified as the 
woman who‘ called on him in the 
Bronx with a message and later met 
him by appointment at the Tuckahoe 
(N. Y.) railroad station with further 
instructions. 

It was “John”’—the German—who 
accepted the ransom payment, “Jaf- 
sie” added, and it was “John” he most 
distinctly remembers. He described 
the man as about 35 years old, a 
blond, ‘about 5 feet 8 inches in height, 
and of athlétic build. He wore a cap 
several sizes too small and kept it 
pulled low over his eres.

PARIS, May 15.—(UP)—A clear 

understanding of international affairs 
has never been more necessary than 
it is today in facing the world’s vital 
problems, President Albert Lebrun 
declared in an exclusive interview 
with the United Press. 

The new president of the French 
republic voiced a plea for a tolerant 
world press “to make it possible to 
live peacefully in this world.” 

“The world press has a preponder- 
ant role to play in stabilizing world 
peace and world economics,” he said. 
“Never has a clear understanding of 
international events been more neces- 
sary than at present.” 

Lebrun, elected to the presidency 
last week to succeed the assassinated 
Paul Doumer, was in the midst of 
pressing duties which have filled the 
firs+ few days of his term. Pend- 
ing removal to the Elysee palace this 
week, he has continued to work in 
his old office where he conducted 
business while president of the sen-

The president's statements regard-: 
ing international understanding close- 
ly followed a declaration made to the 
United Press by Edouard Herriot, 
who may be the next premier, that 
the foreign policy of France in the 
future would be based on close co- 
operation with liberals in the United 
States. 

Lebrun said he expected to carry 
out the program which Doumer had 
outlined for this summer. This in- 
cluded 14 official visits to the prov- 
inces, starting tomorrow. The cere- 
monies for this weék, however, have 
been postponed until August.

WOODCOCK SHOWS 
GAIN IN ARRESTS 
ON DRY CHARGES 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—)— 
Amos W. W. Woodcock, prohibition 
director, announced in his monthly re- 
port today that liquor cases in which 
arrests were made decreased 564 in 
April as compared with the same 
month of last year. : ; 

Last month 7,395 cases in which 
arrests were made for prohibition vio- 
lations were docketed as compared 
with 7,510 in’ March and 6,831 in 
April a year ago. The number in 
April brought the total for the fiscal 
year since last June 30, to 74,569 as 
compared with 71,428 in the same 
period of the previous year. 

At the end of April, 24.642 cases 
remained on the dockets of the courts, 
20.539 federal cases and 4.103 state 
cases. During the month 435 persons 
were convicted of prohibition viola- 
tions, 7,076 pleaded guilty to such 
violations and 895 were freed. 

In April fines by states for prohi- 
bition violations amounted to $109,- 
679 and federal fines to $575,946; 
while for the fiscal yéar state fines 
totaled $1,234,644 and federal fines 
$5.375,944. 

New York provided the greatest 
number of cases in which federal pro- 
hibition arrests were made in April 
with a total of 1,453, while district 
No. 5, ineluding Alabama, Florida. 
Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi and 
Texas, reported 915. The tenth dis- 
trict, comprising Arizona, Colorado, 
New Mexico, Utah and Wyoming. 
contributed the smallest number of 
cases with federal arrests, 163, but re- 
ported 139 state cases.

Inukai Second Premier of Japan 


Assassinated 


Within 12 Years 


By the Associate. Press. 

For the second time within a dozén 
years, one of the strongest and most 
fearless foes of bureaucracy and mili- 
tarism in government in Japan has 
been slain by an assassin. 

The death Sunday of Premier Su- 

yoshi (or Tsuyoshi) Inukai bears a 
marked similarity to the assassina- 
tion of Premier Takashi Hara, arch- 
foe of the militaristic politicians, in 
1921. 
A demented youth of 19, Kon-ichi 
Nakaoka by name, was inspired to 
attack Hara with a knife at a rail- 
way station by the bitter recrimina- 
tions of the opposition press, accord- 
ing to the Japanese-owned English 
paper, the Japan Times. 

Hara was head of the seiyukai 
party, as was Inukai, and like Inu- 
kai, was a great political organizer. 
His maneuvering in 1920 gave the 
seiyukai group the greatest advantage 
any liberal party had had in many 
years. 

The death of that premier cracked 
the party from end te end and its 
power crumbled gradually until 1924 
when the few remaining nuclei burst 
apart. 

Soon there appeared Theminseito, 
another liberal party, which gathered 
its strength from the shattered seiyu- 
kai groups and the kensei-kai, a mi- 
nority faction. 

What the seiyukai needed was 
strong, trustworthy leadership. Inu- 
kai, a veteran of the birth of repre- 
sentative government in. Japan back 
in 1880, stepped into the breach. 

As a member of the Kakushin Club 
(reformists), which traced its origin 
back to the famous progressive party 
of the late Count Okuma, he was one 
of those who had worked with the 
seiyukai against the bureaucrats at 
the turn of the century. 

So Inukai was persuaded to draw 
back into the seiyukai fold those who 
had strayed away. He was so suc- 
cessful that in the crisis of 1929 he 
was elected to the presidency ofthe 
party, which was tantamount to the 
premiership if the party came into 
power, 

The opportunity came in 1931. As 
two ministries of the.loosely knit min- 
seito fell in rapid succession, much of 
the minseito strength, which had for- 
merly been seiyukai, was attracted to 
Inukai. 

Meanwhile the new minseito cabi- 
net headed by Reijiro Wakatsuki was 
torn by dissension. The Manchurian 
issne and the economic depression did 
their part. 

The retrenchment policies of the 
minseito finance minister, Junnosuke 
Inouye, who himself was assassinat- 


ed, were causing disagreement among 


the ministers. 


The Wakatsuki cabinet fell and the | 
only surviving elder statesman, Prince | 
Saionji, whose advice always is sought | 
hy the emperor, suggested that Inukai | 


try his hand at a government. 


Inukai scorned coalition and from | 
the newly welded seiyukai drew every | 
He | 


minister except war and navy. 
accomplished a _ successful combina- 
tion within 24 hours. 

In this year’s election the old grey 
fox, Inukai, and his seiyukai were re- 
turned to power with 301 of the 466 
seats in the house, and except for dif- 
ferences on military policies he suc- 
cessfully weathered several storms in 
the house. The gold embargo and a 
policy of mild inflation were inaugu- 
rated. 

Inukai was born in April, 1855, of 
prominent parents in the town of Oka- 
yama-ken in the far southwestern 
part of the main Japanese island of 
Hondo. 

He spent his early youth in the ex- 
clusive private university, Keio, in To- 
kyo, and married the daughter of an 
outstanding resident of the capital.

JAPAN'S PREMIER 


Murder of Aged Inukai 
‘Climaxes Outburst of 
Terrorism.

many in military uniforms, demon: - 
strated in various parts of the capital, 
firing revolvers and distributing prop- 


aganda. 
Three policemen, one newspaperman 


and a guest of Premier Inukai were 
-among those wounded in the demon-~ 
strations. Eighteen military men, all . 
in uniform, including five officers, 
who led the violence and the assassi- 
nation, voluntarily surrendered to po- 
lice, 

‘ Keeping Emperor Hirohito * closely 
informed of developments, the cabinet 
met in urgent session. The home 
minister, Kisaburo Suzuki, ordered 
strong military precautions through- 


out the nation. All important build- 
ings in Tokio were placed under mili- 
tary guard. 

_ Such was the political uneasiness 
in the wake of these sudden terroristic 
activities, that transactions on the 
stock exchanges at Tokyo, Osaka, 
Kobe and Nagoya were suspended, . 

Finance Minister Korekiyo Taka- 
hashi became acting premier pending 
official resignation of the cabinet, 
which was decided upon as a result 
of the premier’s death. 

Although there have been evidences 
of widespread reactionary and fascist 
activity in Japan, the outbreak on 
Sunday was entirely unexpected. The 
capital was quiet and near-by resorts 
were crowded by carefree crowds when 
the militarists began their violent 
demonstration, aided by crowds of 
civilians. 

The United Press correspondent was 
standing near the Mitusbishi bank 
when one of the four or five auto- 
mobiles involved sped past. One of 
the occupants of the car rose and 
hurled a bomb at the bank. It was 
small and did little damage, but ex- 
ploded with a terrific roar. The dem- 


onstrators apparently desired to cause 
|terror rather than damage. 

| Two of the automobiles converged 
/on the premier’s home. Six men got 
out. Two entered from the front and 
four from the rear. 

The front door group broke into 
the house, where the premier was en- 
tertaining guests. They demanded to 
see him at once. 

“He must meet our leader,” one of 
them said, “here, near the door.” 

All A , 

The four others joined them from 
the rear. All carried pistols. One 
man was a naval lieutenant, another 
a sub-lieutenant. The others were in’ 
army uniform. As they stood there, . 
threatening the servunts, the premier 
walked calmly to the entrance. More - 
than ever in the face of a crisis he 
was the calm, imperturbable leader, 
veteran of almost half a century of 
political activity. ¢ 

He saw the pistols and asked them 
not to shoot, offering to hear their 
complaints. But when one of the men ~ 
began to address the premier, their 
leader cut him short and gave the 
command to open fire. 

Two men seized the premier by the 
shoulders. He could offer no resist- 
| ance, 
| A pistol cracked and the ball struck 
'Inukai in the temple. The pistol was 
,raised again and a_ second bullet 
‘struck him in the nostril. 
| There was more shooting. A guest, 
‘named Tanaka, was wounded. en 
i the gunmen walked back te their au-. 
‘'tomobile. . aye 

In a final gesture of defiance as 
| they drove away one of them hurled ~ 
‘a bomb at the premiers house. It 
exploded, injuring ore acy mg The 
assassins went immediately to police - 
headquarters and surrendered. ks 

Premier Unconscious. 

The premier was unconscious, dying 
of his wounds. Physicians hurried 
te his home; the cabinet members met 
in extraordinary sessions at his bed- - 
| side. 
| A blood transfusion gave hope that . 
ihe would rally, but the bullet wounds 
provec too much for a_man of his age 
aud at midnight he died. 

Meanwhile, the terrorists had con- 
tinued their raids through Tokio, dis- . 
tributing national socialist or fascist 
propaganda, which said: 

“Down with the disloyalists. Up 
with the emperor. End the old cor- 
rupt political leaders. Down with the 
financial oligarchy. Down with privi- 
lege. We are nationalists—neither of 
the left nor right. | 

“We want restoration of the im- 
perial power. Direct action is neces- 
sary to save the country”

McLean Will Appear for 
Husband. 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—@4}— 
Proceedings to remove Edward B. 
McLean, publisher of the Washing- 
ton Post, as co-trustee of his fa- 
ther’s estate, will go to trial tomor- 
row with Gaston B. Means, former 
government sleuth accused of embez- 
zling $104,000 from Mrs. McLean, 
called as a defense - witness. 

The case is set for Justice. Jen- 
nings Bailey’s section of the District 
of Columbia supreme court. 

Julius Peyser, counsel for McLean, 
announcell today he would summon 4 
jewelry-establishment man who *"l 
understand knows about additional 
money which was to be raised in con- 
nection with Mrs. McLean's and 
Means’ negotiations for the return of 


the Lindbergh baby.” 

In the ouster proceeding brought by 
three McLean children through their 
mother it is contended that McLean 
“has refused to maintain and support 
his wife and children without compul- 
sion by this court.” Peyser said 
Means testimony would depend on 
what the other side attempts to prove. 

Means’ own turn as defendant is 
set for Tuesday in another section of 
the same court, where he must an- 
swer to indictments for embezzlement 
and Jarceny after trust from Mrs. 
McLean. 

She employed him soon after the 
Lindbergh baby was stolen to aid in 
the search and handed over the thou- 
sands which Means is now accused 
of appropriating to his own uses 
while telling Mrs. McLean he was in 
touch with the kidnapers. 

Means’ attorney said today he 
doubted whether he could prepare for 
trial on these charges before next 
fall. The prosecution, however, is de- 
termined~to gain immediate trial. 

Means, who has admitted receiving 
the money, but denied the charges, is 
free on $50,000 bail, , 

In addition to calling the jewelry 
witness, Peyser said he also wou 
summon the manager of McLean real 
estate “to prove that Mr. McLean had 
no responsibility in the recent. pad- 
locking of one of the McLean build- 
ings by provhibition officials.” 

Three McLean children, bringing 
the ouster suit through their mother, 
contend that the publisher, through 
inattention and alleged derelictions, 
has brought deterioration and disre- 
pute to the newspaper and the es- 
tate. More than 50 witnesses have 
been called for the case—among them 
many prominent associates and em- 
ployes of the McLeans, 

Nelson T. Hartson, counsel for 
Mrs. McLean and the children, ex- 
pects it will require at least a week 
to conclude their side’s testimony. 


DRYS ARE BACKED 


TO WALL, LEADER 
TELLS CHURCHMAN 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 15. 
(UP)—A statement warning that the 
prohibition forces today are literally 
fighting with their backs. to the wall, 
and that they have been “out-thought 
and out-generaled” for a decade was 
adopted by the men’s council of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, at a 
meeting here today in connection with 
the general Methodist conference. 

The statement, which. was submit- 
ted for the club’s approval by Profes- 
sor George Croft Cell, of the Boston 
University School of Theology, de- 
scribed “the tragic blunder and fail- 
ae of temperance thought since 
1917.’

The extreme low level 
to which prices have declined is be- 
lieved to have discounted the poor 
business picture to such an extent 
that any encouraging news from 
Washington should result in a_ sub- 
stantial raily from current levels.

SHOWS NARROW LOSS 


NEW ORLEANS, May 15.—()— 
The cotton market ruled very quiet 
during tie past week. The scant 
business was dune to holding off by 
traders owing to the delay in con- 

ess in balancing the budget, the 
avorable weather conditions for the 
new crop, and anticipation of bear- 
ish domestic consumption totals for 
April as well as unfavgrable textile 
statistics due shortly. 

The course of prices was slowly 
downward although the day to day 
fluctuations were comparatively nar- 
row. The extreme spread for July 
was 32 points and a little recovery 
near the close of the week cut the 
net decline for the period down to 22 
points, a little over a dollar a bale. 

The April domestic consumption re- 
port proved even smaller than the 
private estimates, showing only 367,- 
280 bales of lint cotton consumed 
durin~ April, compared with 488,655 
in March this year and 508,691 in 
April last year. 

On the other hand the British board 
of trade statistics were decidedly more 
favorable, showing a considerable in- 
crease in exports of yarns and cloths 
during April compared with last sea- 
son's figures for the corresponding 
month. 

Exports for the week. were more 
moderate but still ran ahead of the 
corresponding week last year.

INSPIRATIONAL TALKS 
HEARD BY BAPTIST 


ST. PETERSBURG, Fla., May 15. 
(P)—Its budget making and revenue 
labors ended, the Southern Baptist 
convention today turned aside from 
routine sessions to hear inspirational 
sermons by outstanding ministers, 

At an open air meeting in Wil- 
liams park in the rear of St. Peters- 
burg, the thousands of delegates and 
visitors. listened to Dr. George W. 
Truett, of Dallas, and Dr. W.: R. 
White, of Nashville. . 

Truett declared the trumpet of the 
Lord was sounding now to call the 
world back to the fold of Christianity, 
peace and progress. He urged a heed- 
ing of this call to overcome the prob- 
lems of a world which he described 
as torn in government, social, educa- 
tional, moral, religious, economic and 
industrial structure. 

The world shoved itself np to a 
false feeling of great prosperity, 
White declared, and thereby strayed 
from the right track. “We were 
caught by the spirit of the times and 
not the spirit of the Lord.” He said 
the-world “needs to come back to 
where it got off the track.”

Business Shows Few Changes 
As Tax Decision Is Awaited

NEW YORK, May 15.—(#)—Scat- 
tered reports of gains in retail trade 
served to leaven the rather drab as- 
sortment of commercial and industrial 
reports of the past week. 

On the whole, business seemed to 
be maintaining the rather uncertain 
equilibrium of recent weeks, but the 
hoped-for signs of a belated spring 
quickening -have been all too faint. 
Nevertheless,’ many centers reported 
some gains in public purchasing. 

Mercantile reviews and other sur- 
veys continued to mention uncertain- 
ty over federal taxation as a deter- 
ring factor. The substantial progress 
made in the senate with the tax bill 
was described in several quarters as 
encouraging. 

The basic steel industry continued 
to drag along at about 24 per cent of 
‘capacity. Steel executives manifested 
fresh determination to get their opera- 
tions as near a profitable basis as 
possible. The 15 per cent wage reduc- 
tions take effect ‘this week, and con- 
sumers of semi-finished steel were no- 
tified of $2-a-ton price increases for 
the second quarter. 

Automobile production continued to 
make some progress, although at lev- 
els far below last year. Activity, 
furthermore, was concentrated in the 
low-priced group, with some reports 
mentioning slackening in output of 
some of the medium and higher-priced 
lines. 

Prices were well maintained in pe- 
troleum, and some executives were 
hopeful that the oil business may be 
the first to emerge from the depres- 
sion. -A number of companies operat- 
ing in the mid-continent announced 
that they were showing a profit for 
the first time in months. 


| The shoe and cotton textile indus- 
tries, which in early phases of the 
current .eycle provided considerable 
encouragement, have reached a_ be- 
tween-seasons period of slackening ac- 
tivity. Textile mills generally have 
been slowing down lately, but consid- 
erable hope is based upon the results 
of “National Cotton Weck.” the na- 
tion-wide sales campaign starting to- 
morrow, in which retailers are plan- 
ning to spend some $2,000.000 in stim- 
ulating the sale of cotton merchandise. 
Shoe manufacturing is quieter. in New 
England, hut still holds up well at St. 
Louis, 

One of the more encouraging devel- 
opments of the past week was a par- 
tial checking of the latest slump in 
commodity prices. Non-ferrous met- 
als, notably copper and zinc, were 
heavy, and there were some-fresh de- 
clines in live stock, but agricultural 
and industrial prices generally held 
up well. Wheat had only a momen- 
tary advance on publishing of the 
government’s reduced winter crop es- 
timate, but failed to develop any se- 
rious weakness. Cotton held to an 
extremely narrow range during most 
of the week. 

The movement of revenue freight 
holds at a low level. The total for 
the week ended April 30 was off only 
about 8,000 cars from the previous 
week, but this was against the usual 
seasonal trend. Other. statistical 
barometers failed to indicate improve- 
ment. Electric power consumption 
for the week ended May 7 was off 
12.7 per cent from the same week of 
1931, the widest recession. yet. Unit- 
ed States Steel’s unfilled tonnage drop- 
ped some 145.000 tons during April 
to another minimum for the tabula- 
tion. 


COTTON GOODS SALE 
AT FULL PRODUCTION 


NEW YORK, May 15.—Our sales 
crept up again the past week so that 
they have reached the level of full 
production for the first time in almost 
10 weeks. New prices on percales 
for fall delivery have been named for 
80-808 on a basis of 9 1-4 cents for 
the jobbing trade and 10 cents to 
the retail trade. It is too soon to say 
much about the volume of orders re- 
eéived by the printers. but at least 
it ean be said that there has been 
decidedly active bidding for print 
cloths the past few days. Millions of 
yards of 80-80s were wanted at 4 1-4 
cents and none could be obtained. 
Four and three-eights cents did bring 
out some, but only here and there. 
Again millions of yards of 38 1-2- 
inch 64-60s have been wanted at 3 
cents are are not being found, for. the 
market continues to hold the previous 
week’s gain to 3 1-8 cents. 

Should print cloth business continue 
in as good volume this week, pressure 
might be considerably lightened in 
several directions. It is well to bear 
in mind that with the present cur- 
tailment future deliveries do not weigh 
on the market; only spots do that, 
and then only when the quantities are 
cumbersome. The volume of business 
on print cloths last week overshad- 
owed what was done in other sec- 
tions of the market. 

Sheetings are not showing a good 
tone vet and considerable increase in 
curtailment in that group is a vital 
necessity. 

Outside of the immediate textile sit- 
uation there have been no new devel- 
opments which would have any par- 
ticular bearing on the cloth market 
one way or the other. Congress is 
not doing much to help the business 
situation and the constructive meas- 
ures in operation through the federal 
reserve banks do not bear much in 
the way of actual fruit yet.
